SHERIFF TIE D UP 
AT HIS HOME 


Victim Pleads for Life of 
Father, Also Suspected in 
Killings—The Latter Is 
Not Molested.

SCHAFER, N. D., Jan. 29.— 
Charles Bannon, 22 years old, con- 
fessed slayer of a family of six, 
was taken from the McKenzie 
County jail here shortly after last 
midnight by a mob or 80 men and 
hanged from a bridge. He was to 
have been arraigned tomorrow. 

Bannon was arrested last Novem- 
ber after he had sold hogs belong- 
ing to A. E. Haven, a farmer for 
whom he worked. He _ confessed 
killing Mr. and Mrs. Haven and 
their four children last February. 

Seized by the mob, he pleaded in 
behalf of his father, James F. Ban- 
non, also held for the murders. The 
father was not molested. 

The men of the mob, all masked 
and some of them armed, battered 
down the jail door. The leaders 
asked Deputy Sheriff Peter S. Hal- 
lan for the prisoner. On his refusal 
to give them the keys they over- 
powered him, broke into Bannon's 
cell and departed with him in au- 
tomobiles, first tying up at his 
home Sheriff F. A. Thompson, who 
Was aroused by the heise of the 
timbers breaking down the doors. 
The Sheriff's home is two blocks 


from the jail. 
Pushed From Bridge Rail. 

At a bridge two miles east of 
here, a rope was produced from an 
automobile. 
railing and a slipknot placed 
around Bannon’s neck. He was 
pushed off the rail and dropped 
about 20 feet. The mob dispersed. 
No shots were fired. Bannon's 
body was found some time later, 
cut down and brought here.

The only north-soutk lines which 
could be merged and moved to 
Broadway, as asked by the associa- 
tion, Kelker said, were the Tower 
Grove and Natural Bridge routes 
and to do so would leave Sixth and 
Seventh streets without cars and 
leave little room for future in- 
creased service on Broadway. 

Kelker agreed in part to the sug- 
gestion that the Bellefontaine line 
be kept on Eighth and Ninth 
streets instead of being shifted to 
Twelfth boulevard, although he 
said the change should be made if 
future need required it. 

Development a rerouting plan 
satisfactory to all those interested 
was virtually impossible, the 
engineer continued. He explained 
that a practical routing plan for 
a business district must be based 
on a careful study of the complete 
routes to make sure that adjust- 
ment of one line does not have a 
detrimental effect on other lines in 
any part oi the city. 

The Aldermanic Committee has 
deferred consideration of the re- 
routing phase of the survey report 
until the new Progress Council, a 
downtown organization, can have a 
study made b- its own engineer.

Caulfield, 
who appointed its members, to de- 
termine the conditions and require- 
ments of the institutions and 
schools. It passed out of existence 
more than a year ago. 

$250,000 Reported Lobby Fund. 

Gary told the approximately 50 
House members who attended the 
hearing, including the 25 commis- 
sion members, that he had been 
informed opponents of the com- 
mission program had been raising 
a fund of $250,000 to prevent its 
passage. He said he was informed 
$60,000 of this was to be raised in 
Kansas City.

Gary said the commission plan 
merely shifted part of the tax bur- 
den from tangible to intangible 
property, through the increase in 
income taxes and lowering of local 
schoof taxes. He asserted the sur- 
vey plan was the only ons he knew 
of which would provide any meas- 
ure of tax equalization. 

In his message to the Legisla- 
ture recommending a modified 
program of about $4,000,000 in ad- 
ditional expenditures a year for a 
10-year period for the institutions 
and schools, Gov.

Thornton Niven Wilder, whose 


years ago, said here yesterday. 

' ‘Wilder is acting on his theory, 
for, on vacation from Chicago Uni- 
versity, where he teaches English 
and literature, he is going to Fior- 
ida to write plays. He has in mind 
one dealing with outcasts who drift 
along the China Coast. He spoke 
last night at Lindenwood College, 
and visited his uncle, Thornton M. 


Niven of 731 Yale avenue, Univer- 


sity City, general auditor of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad. 

“The attention unit of the Amer- 
can people is shorter than that of 
other peoples,” Wilder explained. 
„To naturally realistic minds, also, 
the theater conveys a sense of pure 
experience without comment. 

“Although the novel seems to be 
holding sway as a favored form of 
art, one very seldom sees a pure 
novel. Most novels now are ve- 
hicles for editorials, sermons, s0- 
ciological studies and so on. The 
type to which the novel always 
must return is a series of events 


illustrating a complex of human 


passions. 

“The theater, of its very nature, 
resists the intrusion of nonfiction 
elements. It must move through 
rising action.” 

Wilder, who has been asked to 
write conversation for moving pic- 
tures, declared that he “believes 
in” the talkies. The stage and the 
talkies now seem to be struggling. 
he said, because they are trying 
to find their respective functions, 
and “in time they will live side by 
side.“ 


$22,000,000 NBC REVENUE 


Gross Receipts Increase $7,000,000 
in 1930 Over 1929. 

By the Associated Press. ) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—Gross 
revenue of the National Broadcast- 
ing Co. totaled $22,000,000 in 1930, 
M. H. Aylesworth, president, has 
advised the advisory council in his 
annual report. This represented an 
increase of $7,000,000 over 1929. 
The total number of sponsors dur- 
ing 1930 was 263, the report added. 

Aylesworth pointed to the addi- 


tion of six stations, making the 
total served 74 and requiring 34,- 
500 miles of program wire lines. 
He also said 2,000,000 fan letters 
were received, more than six times 
the number in 1926, the year NBC 
was organized. The chain now has 
a personnel of 1226, exclusive of 
artists and musicians, double the 
number employed two years ago.

Counselor. He held this position 
five years, and for the last two and 
a half years has been the Mayor’s 
secretary. He has been an adviser 
and political manager for Miller. 
Field is 37 years old, a World War 
veteran, and active in American 
Legion affairs. 

Several political leaders have 
| promised to aid Field. One other | 
candidate for the nomination, Al- 
derman Kuhs, of the First Ward, | 
has been talked of, but he is unde- 
cided. There is speculation that if 
Field should be elected, Associate 
City Counselor Harry Richards 
might succeed him as secretary to 
the Mayor.

Evil Influences, 


Members of the Civic Union of 
St. Louis, an organization to purify 
literature, the, stage and the mov- 


les, agreed unanimously yesterday 


to help raise funds which will per- 
mit the union to continue function- 


The vote to raise money was 
taken after addresses, at a lunch- 
eon at the Town Club, by the Rev. 
J. E. Crowther, pastor of Grace 
Methodist Church, Lansing F. 
Smith, president of the American 
Educational Association: Prof. R. 
F. Helden, principal of Franklin 
Intermediate Public Schools: for- 
mer Police Captain Seth Singleton; 
Prof, Theodore Graebner of the 
Concordia Seminary faculty, and 
others. 

The Rev. Mr. Crowther prefaced 
his remarks with an anecdote 
about his college days when “I or- 
ganized a Campaign to put the sa- 
loon out of the college town, , I 
arranged a mass meeting and 
talked for an hour and a half on 
Civic Righteousness.” 

Effect Upon Children. 

- Stressing the malign: influence 
of motion pictures upon children, 
he said: “We are confronted with 
a very serious problem which 
threatens not only the intellectual 
but the moral welfare of the com- 
ing ‘generation. The movies are 
very largely enmeshed in a condi- 
tion over which the producers have 
little control. 

“The films are done by people 
of low moral standards in their 
own lives. 

“We are told that people want’ 
something salacious, but I cannot 
see that they are given any oppor- 
tunity to choose, to patronize real- 
ly high-class plays.“ 

A motion picture, “The Woman 
Who Was Forgotten,” which was 
presented hy the Civic Union two 
funds, closed ‘after two days with 
a $1500 deficit. The reason given 
for closing was “lack of interest.” 

Matter offensive to the Civie 
Union is “much more prevalent 
and much worse now, than 10 years 
ago,” the Rev. Mr. Crowther con- 
tinued. “Something should be done 
at the source, particularly of the 
films, to give us some relief. We 
must raise the standard and have 
the cleansing process at the foun- 
tainhead. 

“I know of very few Americans 
that these flims represent.“ They 
certainly don’t represent our rep- 
resentative Americans. Even from 
so-called un-Christian countries 
and semi-barbarous countries come 
protests against the tendency of 
our films toward immorality.” 

In Belvedere Joe” Raid. 
Prof. Graebner, who at one time 
participated in a raid on the cab- 
aret of “Belvedere Joe” Gonnella, 


spoke briefly on that experience | 


after ‘Smith mentioned it. He 
warned that the investigators of 
the union “in our work have met 
people who would kill the souls of 
10 children if they could make a 
dollar.“ 

The organization, he said, rep- 
resents the average citizen. We 
believe the average citizen is a 
decent fellow.“ Prof. Graebner 
also informed the group that mo- 
tion picture distributors are men 


of conscience,” saying, It may 


surprise many of you to hear that.” 

Prof. Graebner also deplored the 
existence of persons who would 
“make art a purveyor of those as- 
pects of life which the common 
consent of our Western civilization 
regards as immoral and contrary 


to the best interest of the State.“ 


In summation he said: “Many 
people won't believe that people 
like this exist. You see, we don't 
know how the other half lfyes— 
the criminal half.” 

A motion was made to continue 
the organization. and, after several 
other speakers had told of the 
problems which confront the or- 
ganization, was passed.

KORITZA, Albania, Jan. 29.— 
Earthquakes continuing . through- 
ut the day caused considerable 
amage in Koritza and vicinity 
yesterday.

Seven 
hundred and fifty houses were de- 
stroyed, damaged, or made unin- 
habitable.

Engineer Tells House Committee; 
Perhaps a Billion in Five Tears 


Hugh IL. Cooper Quotes 
Stalin as Saying People of 
to Pay Premium for 
American Goods. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Hugh 

L. Cooper, American engineer em- 
ployed by the Soviet Government, 
testified before the House Ways 
and Means Committee that in five 
years American exports to Russia 
might reach a billion dollars an- 
nually. 

Appearing yesterday for the 
American-Russian Chamber of 
Commerce, he opposed present 
Treasury interpretations of the 
tariff regulations as well as pro- 
posed tighter restrictions. 

Cooper said Joseph Stalin had 
informed him last fall the Russians 
wanted to buy American goods and 
were willing to pay 25 per cent 
premium for them. 

“It seems to me that in the face 
of the situation we're asleep at the 
switch if we don’t look into this,” 
he added. 

Cooper said he was opposed to 
Communism and did not want to 
be understood as defending it or 
Russia. 

Cooper, who built the Keokuk 
dam and the power plant at Muscle 
Shoals, is supervising construction 
of an 800,000-horsepower project 
on the Drieper River for the Soviet 
Government. 

His Views on Russia. 

Here are some of his conclu- 
sions after seven years’ first-hand 
observation of the Russian scene. 

The church— More men go- 
ng to church today than right 
here.” 

Marriage—‘“‘Legally recognized. 
„ Divorce is a disgrace. They 
started out on a different track, 
but the women soon fixed that up.” 

Communism— Embraced by less 
than 1 per cent. But the 1 per 
cent Government is stronger with 
99 per cent than ever before.” 

Employment—‘Russia is the 
only country without an unemploy- 
ment problem 

The future—‘It’s so huge, I’m at 
sea, but generally speaking they've 
got to go back to some form of 
modified capitalism because the 
people, after universal education, 
won't be satisfied with the stand- 
grds of communism.” 

Forced labor— I've got 16,000 of 
them working for me, and I'd like 
to see someone force them.” 

Cooper said that the United 
States Treasury department's in- 
terpretation of tariff restriction on 
forced labor products were suf- 
ficient to kill trade with Russia. 

The committee was informed by 
Assistant Secretary Lowman that 
proposed Yembargoes on Russian 
goods are a matter of policy for 
Congress to determine. 

“I do not care to express an 
opinion,” the Treasury Department 
official said. 

He added that a bill to exclude 
forced labor products, aimed at 
Russian commodities, would only 
weaken a prohibition on such 
goods written into the new tariff 
act to take effect next January. 

Two of the House conferees on 
the new tariff—Minority Leader 
Garner and Representative Bacha- 
rach (Rep.), New Jersey—said the 
tariff provision was designed to 
reach imports that proposed legis- 
lation would restrict. 

Garner said the tariff conferees 
had spent three days drafting the 
provision and inquired whether it 
did not go far enough. The Texan 
told one witness, who stressed the 
necessity for protecting American 
labor from unfair competition that 
“American cotton laborers have a 
right to consideration, too. Last 
year we sold Russia $40,000,000 
worth of cotton.” 

“Might Go Too Far.” 

“There is a possibility,” Bacha- 
rach put in, “that, as Mr. Garner 
suggests, we might go too far.“ 

Lowman said the tariff provis- 
ion would exclude all convict labor 
products, while the proposed legis- 
lation would exempt certain goods, 
some of which were not produced 
domestically in sufficient quanti- 
ties. 

He said in response to question- 
ing that American exports to Rus- 
sia for 1930 were estimated at 
$150,000,000, and imports at $30,- 
000,000 ‘and that he believed exclu- 
sion of imports would result in 
shutting off exports. 

Lumber, manganese and coal 
mining representatives urged the 
committee to enact an embargo 
against forced labor products. They 
described depressed conditions in 
American industries and said pro- 
tection from such competition 
would help them. 

Representative Fish (Rep.), New 
York, urged execution of his Com- 
munist investigating committee’s 
recommendations for an American 
investigation of convict labor in 
Russian lumber production, and 
later of forced labor conditions. 

“The five-year plan is a success,” 
Fish said, adding that through it 
Russia would capture the world 
markets for wheat, lumber, man- 
ganese and cotton. 

Should Russia refuse to allow an 
American investigation, Fish insist- 
ed that “a flat embargo” should be 
laid against timber.

BITTER CONFLICT 
LIKELY ON BONUS 


It Is Indicated President 
Will Veto Any Legisla- 
tion Providing Cash for 
Former Soldiers.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—It may 
have been generally overlooked 
that the administration, through 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon's 
statement yesterday to the Senate 
Finance Committee, has materially 
increased its estimate of the Treas- 
ury deficit for the current fiscal 
year, ending June 30 next. 

President Hoover in his. budget 
message to Congress at the open- 
ing of the present session forecast 
a deficit of about $180,000,000, 
adding that this might be in- 
creased by pending relief meas- 
ures. | 

Secretary Mellon told the Sen- 
ate Committee, in his statement 
opposing immediate cash payment 
of soldiers’ bonus certificates, that 
present indications pointed to a 
deficit of at least 3$375,000,000, 
which is more than double the 
tentative estimate of last Decem- 
ber. 

This red-ink figure compares 
with a surplus of $183,789,214 with 
which the Treasury finished the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1930. 
The conversion of that surplus in- 
to a $375,000,000 deficit means to- 
tal shift to the wrong side of the 
ledger amounting to more: than 
half a billion dollars. 

The present condition of the 
public finances,” said Secretary 
Mellon, is far from being satisfac- 
tory. Expenditures are running 
considerably in excess of receipts.” 

He added his apprehension that 
the prospective income tax re- 
ceipts, based on incomes of 1930, 
will not reach the estimated fig- 
ures, and that possibly the national 
debt, instead of being decreased 
during the fiscal year, will actually 
show an increase on June 30. The 
national debt is now something 
over $16,000,000,000, having been 
reduced from a peak of more than 
$25.000,000,000 in 1919. 

The Secretary's statement recall- 
ed a recent prediction by Senator 
Reed (Rep.), Pennsylvania, that 
when the March income tax re- 
turns are 
smaliness will “give us the shock 
of our lives.“ 

Mellon's gloomy picture of the 
financial state of the Government 
forecast a bitter fight between 
Congress and the administration if 
legisiation is enacted to provide for 
cash retirement of the bonus cer- 
tificates. The inference was clear 
from what the Secretary said that 
any legislation to this effect would 
bring a veto from the President.

ALLAHABAD, India, Jan. 29.— 
Members of the Working Commit- 
tee of the All-India National Con- 


gress, sponsors of the campaign of 


civil disobedience, disclosed at an 
informal meeting today that they 
were virtually opposed to the Brit- 
ish offer of a revised constitutional 
status for India. 

This revised status was evolved 
substantially at the London Round 
Table Conference and was put into 
words at the close by Prime Minis- 
ter MacDonald, who offered India 
an eventual dominion status quali- 
fied with reservations to the British 
Crown of authority in foreign rela- 
tions, finances and defense. 


Mahatma Gandhi, leader of the 
Nationalist forces who came here 
yesterday from Bombay, played a 
leading part in the meeting of the 
Working Committee members, not 
all of whom have arrived here yet. 
Their informal decision may post- 
pone a settlement * India indefin- 
te ly. 

Pending the recovery of Motilal 
Nehru, who next to Gandhi is at 
the head of the organization, the 
Working Committee will not hold 
a full meeting until Sunday. 

Radical members, including 
Gandhi himself. argue that the 
Legislature must have absolute con- 
trol of recruiting employes for all 
branches of the Indian Govern- 
ment service. 

Some of the more moderate 
members of the committee favor 
the suspension of the present Con-

1. The city is widening Gravois from 60 to 100 
feet between Grand boulevard and Eighteenth street, 
and extending it, 100 feet wide, between Eighteenth 
and Twelfth streets. It has paid into court the dam- 
ages for property taken and is having buildings re- 
moved from the way. Complying with the law, con- 
demnation commissioners appointed by the Cireuit 
Court fixed damages and set up a district where prop- 
erty was held to be benefited by the improvement. 
The district covers an unusually large area and some 
of the property owners in it, feeling the prospective 
assessment burdensome, have sought to have it set 
aside, so far without success. Should they succeed,

2. It will be necessary to pave the Strip taken in 
widening and, of course, to replace the old pave- 
ment in the present street. A public hearing was

DIGGING UP THE PAST. By C. 


Leonard Woolley. (Charles Scrib-

COMMON ° SENSE CONTRACT 
BRIDGE. By Milton C. Work.

CORMACK: SINGS 
70 8000 AT COLISEUM 


Tenor Gets Many Encores 
From Enthusiastic Audience 
Concert for Boys’ Club,

By THOMAS B. SHERMAN, 

OHN McCORMACK sang for the 

benefit of the Boys’ Club and 

about 8000 adults last night at 
the Coliseum. The performance 
was a success from practically ev- 
ery standpoint, despite the fact 
that the Washington boulevard au- 
ditorium is about as congenial a 
place, acoustically, for such an 
event as the middle span of Eads 
Bridge would be. The wide-open 
spaces of that yawning amphithe- 
ater dissipdted some of the warmth 
and solidity of McCormacks toned. 
Even so, it was quite apparent to 
anyone within earshot that Me- 
Cormack was still an incomparable 
artist and one of the musical won- 
ders of the age. 

One is naturally a little suspi- 
cious of a singer who becomes the 
darling of the multitudes, but in 
this case the only effect of such 
adoration has beeh to make Mc- 
Cormack’s programs run rather 
heavily to smiling Irish skies and 
blue-eyed colleens. That, of course, 
is something of a pity H view of 
the fact that he can sing the songs 
of Schubert and Hugo Wolf with 
a perfection of phrasing and ac- 
cent that only a few singers alive 
can hope to approximate. But 
since the great tenor’s debt io his 
public will not permit him to in- 
dulge himself exelusively in mas- 
terpieces, one can only note that 
even songs of commonplace senti- 
ment are delivered with such sim- 
plicity, restraint—such delicacy of 
color and propertion—that they 
achieve a certain dignity. 

Last night's program began with 
a group of old German, English 
and Italian songs, followed by a 
group of modern art songs. After 
that he gave himself to his larger 
public completely with an expected 
effect. The enthusiasm of the 
audience led to many encores,

As previously related, he unearthed 
first a very thin cornhusk mat over 


‘a thin layer of bark. Beneath were 


hundreds of thousands of tiny per- 
forated shells in three layers, of 
unitorm size and in regular rows. 
Another layer of bark covered the 
bones, which had been compressed 
by age and tons of earth into a 
homogeneous mat, and a third bark 
layer lay beneath them. 

In a part of the platform bare of 
shells was a necklace of perforated 
beads ending in an ornamental dip- | 
per or spoon. In another part of 
the mound were two spindles, three 
to four inches long, pointed at the 
ends and grooved in the middle. 
One had a buckskin thong in the 
groove, and both were sheathed in 
copper. Dr. Kelly surmises they 
were used in some prehistoric 
game. Other explorers have re- 
marked upon the absence of orna- 
mental copper in the great Cahokia 
mound group, to which the Powell 
mound belonged. 

Beads From Sea Shells. 


Dr. Kelly identified the ivory- 
like material of the beads as the 
thick inner core of conch shells 
brought from the Atlantic or Gulf 
of Mexico. The millions of shells 
in the blanket that covered the 
dead were of marine snails from 
Florida waters. 

“That\implies trade,“ said Dr. 
Kelly, “although it seems difficult 
to conceive so extensive a trade as 
it would require to explain the 
great numbers of these shells. They 
must have been brought up by the 
canoe-load.” * 

He pictured a great metropolis 
of Cahokia mound-builders in thé 
American bottoms opposite St. 
Louis. The population, he judged, 
was probably as great as the ter-

“The work of my distinguished 
predecessor, Dr. Warren K. Moore- 
head, in directing the university's 
archeological research, has already 
indicated that the Upper Missis- 
sippi Valley was a focal center of 
higher civilization in the mound 
area,” said Dr. Kelly. 

A Center of Population. 

“The Cahokia mounds are 
among the largest in the United 
States, and Monks’ Mound is the 
largest in North America. Tre 
Cahokia culture, but partially 
known and understood as vet, is 
already recognized as a distinct 
civilizational development on a par 
with the famous Hopewell culture 
in Ohio. 

“Dr. Moorehead traced the dis- 
tribution of a large prehis:oric Ca- 
hokia village which extended over 
six miles in one continuous Sweep. 
The construction of such large 
maunds required vast reservoirs of 
labor and the strongest of motiva- 
tions, such as the vanity of a 
powerful king with many subject 


religion. The latter suggestion is 
the more in keeping with what is 
known of the culture of the Mound 
Builders in other parts of» the 
country.” 

Profound regret at the destruc- 
tion of the mound was expressed 
dy Dr. Kelly, but, with it, an ap- 
preciation of the helpfulness of 
the Powell brothers, Will and Fred, 
in allowing the university to study 
for the record what was left when 
the work of destruction became 
publicly known. As previously 
related, the one and one-half-acre 
mound was leveled and its ‘earth 
spread over 15 acres of swamp to 
reclaim land for the Powell's truck 
farm.

FARMERS IN COUNTY 
ARE SOWING OATS 


Spring Plowing Reported in 
State as Mild Weather and 
Drouth Continue. 


were sowing oats today with heat 
and drouth continuing to make the 
twelve-month beginning last Feb- 
ruary the driest ever recorded in 
St. Louis. 

Fair-weather golfers and open 
automobiles have come out in the 
unusually fair, warm days follow- 
ing the light snow of Jan. 20. A 
“first robin” was reported yester- 
day on Washington University 
campus. Saturday's high tempera- 
ture here was 70 degrees, three 
above the record for that day of 
the month, although four below the 
record for any January day. 
Seattle reported 65 degrees vester- 
day for the warmest January day 
recorded there, and St. Paul re- 
ported 46, the warmest recorded on 
any Jan. 28. 

Farm agents said January oat- 
sowing was decidedly premature, 
and would lead to disaster if the 
grain started to grow in the warm 
weather and encountered the usual 
February cold waves. Many farm- 
ers throughout Missouri and Illinois 
sections adjacent to St. Louis were 
plowing for the first time the 
agents remember spring plowing in 
January. 

Many Farmers Hauling Water. 

Dozens of farmers in St. Louis 
and St. Charles County, and adja- 
cent counties in Illinois are hauling 
water as far as three miles. Rain- 
fall less than half normal for the 
last 12 months has caused drying 
up of cisterns, ponds and creeks, 
and parching of the soil to extreme 
depth. 

Grave diggers in St. Louis Coun- 
ty cemeteries find the clay, usually 
wet and soft under a frozen sur- 
face at this season, dry and rock- 
like. They are using picks to break 
it out in chunks scarcely three 
inches thick. 

Farm agents in this section re- 
ported no apparent damage to win- 
ter wheat, although near Kansas 
City it was reported suffering from 
lack of the usual moist snow- 
blanket. They expected the thor- 
ough drying to have some benefi- 
cial effect in “granulating” the soil, 
but heavier than average spring 
rainfall would be required to pro- 
duce average growing moisture. 

Burning Out of Weeds Urged. 

Dry soil and lack of a snow cov- 
ering, agents said, would make 
wheat and even fruit trees more 
susceptible to damage in cold 
weather. They foresaw unusually 
heavy summer damage by insects, 
multiplying unchecked by normal 
winter conditions, and advised 
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Only one considerable snowfall 
had been recorded here this win- 
ter. That was 1.2 inches on Jan. 
13 and 14. Total precipitation for 
the month, reduced to terms of 
rainfall, is .4 inch to date, 1.35 
inches below normal, with no pros- 
pect of any more in the remaining 
two days of January. 

In the extraordinary drouth 
which affected St. Louis more 
greatly than Missouri as a whole, 
rainfall since Feb. 1, 1930, amounts 
to 17.93 inches, as compared to a 
normal for that period of 36.85 
inches. Last January’s precipita- 
tion was 5.7 inchesa. 

A “stagnant” high pressure area 
anchored over Utah and Idaho has 
served as a buffer to the moving 
pressure areas which bring weather 
changes to the interior, either 
across the Rockies’ southern passes 
or to the north, across the Dako- 
tas. The buffer has hovered over 
the two Western states, giving them 
normal cool weather, for 32 out of 
42 days, against a normal of 10 
out of 42.

Assessment on Property Owners, 
The condemnatign. commission 
allowed 272 defendants whose 
property will be taken a total of 
$1,984,722 damages. To pay this 
the city was assessed $103,908 to 
come from bond issue funds and 
the remainder is to be borne by 
property owners in the benefit dis- 
trict: 
Petitioners contend the improve- 
ment should be paid for out of 
$8,650,000 condemnation bonds 
which were set aside in the $87,- 
372,500 bond issue voted in 1923. 
It is charged representations were 
made by .the city that the bonds 
would take care of such expenses; 
consequently plaintiffs and other 
qualified voters did by their bal- 
lots authorize the issuance of the 
bonds.“ 
However, when the condemna- 
tion commissioners assessed the 
property damages in the Gravois 
case they also laid out a special 
benefit district, assessing the prin- 
cipal cost of thé improvement 
against the property in the district. 
Validity of Ordinance Questioned. 
In regard to the ordinance, the 
suit alleges it contains more than 
one. subject not germane to the 
project, in that it provides for the 
condemnation of property for the 
widening of the street and the 
granting of limited easement rights 
to certain property owners. This. 
it is continued, is in violation of 
the city charter which provides for 
a clear expression of all subjects 
in the title. There is nothing in 
the title in regard to easements, 
the petition says. 
Another point of objection re- 
lates to the qualification of two of 
the commissioners, Otto Dietz and 
George W. Johnson. It is alleged 
they were not freeholders within 
the meaning of the law, “in that 
they acquired only a small parcel 
of land in a city’ block known as 
‘politicians’ block’ for the purpose 
of qualifying as such freeholders.” 
Objection is also raised to the re- 
maining commissioner, George T. 
Kollas, because he owned realty in 
the district. 

Fiscal Plan Attacked. 
The arrangement made by the 
city with the investment, firm of 
Stifel, Nicolaus & Co. to finance the 
improvement also is attacked. The 
special tax judgments were sold to 
the firm at a 5 per cent discount 
in the Gravois and other civic im- 
provemert projects, title being tak- 
en in the t:ame of the Gréater St. 
Louis. Corporation. The sale of 
judzments was carried out at the 
expense fof property owners, which 
amounts to depriving them of 
their property without due process 
of law, it is alleged. 
The firm financed the Gravois 
improvement to the extent of $4,- 
767,827 required to be paid into 
courts meet damage judgments.

DEATH PENALTY FOR LYNCHING 


New Missouri Bill Considers Three 
Persons a Mob. 
By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 29. — 
An anti-lynching bill introduced to- 
day in the House by Representa- 
tive G, P. Bourk and William Laf- 
ferty, Democrats, of Kansas City, 
would define a mob as three or 
more persons assembled together to 
do violence to any prisoner in the 
custody of officers, and would em- 
power the Governor to oust any 
country Sheriff or peace officer 
from whom a prisoner. was seized, 
killed or injured, if the officer were 
guilty of negligent of duty 

The measure provides death, or 
life imprisonment for any person 
convicted of lynching; from two 


to five years for attempted lynch- 


ing; and that any person who hides 
or conceals any mob participant 
would be guilty as an accessory 
after the fact and could be pun- 
ished by two to 21 veers im prison- 
ment.

May Do It Again on Wheat Ex- 
ports, Says Farm Board Head. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 29.+~Alexander 

Legge, chairman of the Federal 
Farm Board, told the Traffic Club 
of Chicago yesterday that Russia 
had deceived the United States 
about its wheat exports last year 
and was likely to do it again this 
year. 

“Russia as a wheat producer is 
@ menace,” he said. Ita spokes- 
men said they would export only 
20,000,000 bushels. They have al- 
ready shipped out 80,000,000 bush- 
els and I believe they will sell 
100,000,600 or more. They lied to 
us once, and 1 believe they're doing 
it again. Their program for 1931 
calls for a 19 per cent increase in 
acreage, for the avowed purpose 
of controlling the grain market of 
the world.” The Soviet, Legge said, 
does not consider the cost of pro- 
duction when selling wheat. The 
first cost shown on their books is 
for loading the grain into cars.

DURING the coming months

“CLINIC FoR CO-EDS” at 

Syracuse University has, dis- 

covered that the flapper is no 
more and that the modern young 
woman who has taken her place at 
the university has brains, courage, 
kéen insight, determination and 
conviction. 

The clinic is the office of the 
dean of women and the doctor in 
charge is Acting Dean Eugenie An- 
drus Leonard, who spent nearly a 
year studying the thoughts and re- 
actions of the freshmen girls to 
the various aspects of life. These 
included academic pursuits, girl 
and boy friendships, recreation, 
clothes and personal adornment, 
religious ideas, vocational aspira- 
tions, use of money, contacts with, 
home and mother and health hab- 
its- 

Dean Leonard arrived at her 
finditigs by the questionnaire and 
interview methods. Two hundred 
first-year girls were studied. 4 

Here is her conclusion: 1 

There is clear-eyed courage and 
keen insight in their analysis of 
their needs. There is a determi- 
nation back of their conviction that 
each girl should do her own think- 
ing, have her own code of morals 
and build her own philosophy of 
life. There is wisdom in their rec- 
ognition of social values.“ 

She found that the modern girl 
isn’t a great deal different from 
what her mother was at the same 
age. No question of good or bad, 
moral or immoral, better or worse 
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end Actions of the e Girl. 
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OME of the clinic's findings: 
That 33.5 per cent’of the girls

per cent took up the habit in col- 
lege—a gain of 7.5 per cent in the 
change from home’ restrictions to 
campus freedom. 

Highty-five per cent of the first 
year girls already have decided 
what their work is to be after grad 
uation. 

Twenty-three girls thought that 
a co-ed should know about sex ana 
59 thought that it would be well to 
Know how to go about with boys. 

Twenty-eight per cent of the co- 
eds avowed they had been in love 
many times; 8 per cent said they 
had occasional ‘“‘crushes’’ on boys; 
21 per cent said they had been in 
love twice; 10 per cent said they 
had loved once; 31 per cent said 
they had never been in love. 

Sixty-two per cent of them said 
their mothers agreed with their 
opinions about “necking” and “pet- 
ting“: 23 per cent differed with 
their mothers on this question. 

Only 1 per cent said they had 
changed all of their religious de- 
liefs since coming to college; 64 
per cent had retained all of their 
religious ideas, while 35 per cent 
had changed a few. 

They were asked whether they 
agreed with their mother’s religious 
beliefs, and 44 per cent said they 
agreed with all of them, 43 per 
cent with some of them, 6 per cent 
with a few and 2 per cent did not 
agree with any of them. 

The problem of sex adjustment 
brought interesting replies. Sixty- 


six per cent of the co-eds talk over 
their love affairs with their moth- 
era. 

“Do you think your mother un- 
derstands the present day probh- 
lems of young people?” was an- 
other question. 

About 67 per cent answered af- 
firmatively; 26 per cent thought 
their mothers aid not an

as furnished to the dean;

The girls. were 
unanimous in thinking that every 
girl should know how to select and 
care for appropriate clothing. Some 
of this training should be given in 
home economics classes in high 
school.
